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For the purpose of carrying on the International Ice Observation and Ice Patrol 
Service provided for ly the International Convention for the Safety of Life at Sea, 
London, 1913-14, the United States Crast Guard cutter Seneen has leen detailed 
Tor this service and will leave New York atout Fet тагу 5, proceeding to the Grand 
Banks of Newfoundland to locate the ice fields and postions of the icetergs, Keeping 
in touch with the situation, making such ot servations ав practicable on the quan 
tities of ice, its kind, extent, and drift, and obtain any other information that may 
seem to be of value, 

"The object of the patrol is primarily to ascertain the location and prozressive move- 
‘ment of the limiting lines of the regions in which ire’ erte and feld ice exist in the 
vicinity of the Grand Banks of Newiormiland and the dissemination of the informa- 
tion so ascertained for the ecidanee and warning of navicators, and coordinately with, 
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these primary duties, in making oceanographical and meteorological observations ал 
‘wll form a contribution toward the knowledge of the causes why the limiting lines 
asame their observed locations. 

During the period of ice observations the Seneca will be the only vessel employed 
on thie duty, but when the ice has moved southward во as to make а constant patrol 
"mecesary the United States Coast Guard cutters Татра and Modoc, radio call 
letters NITC and NIVD, respectively, will be detailed for that purpose. The. 
perience of previous years has shown that а continuous ice patrol should be estab- 
Tished about April 1 and should continue throughout the season of dangerous ice con- 
ditions. 

‘Upon getting in touch with the ice the Senco will send а report daily to the branch 
hydrographic office, New York City, at 4 a. m., seveaty-ffth meridian time, ad- 
rowed ^ Hydrographic, New York.” An endeavor will be made to communicate 
the mesage direct to const radio stations.

Fe greatly facilitated if the principal trunsstiantiesteazabip companies would instruct 
the masters of their vesels о report the following data by radio to the patrol vessels:
